BONN — German Foreign Minis-

The conference was to consider 
a 25-point package of concrete 
measures aimed at cracking down 
on international terrorism. 

President Bill Clinton has 
called on the intemational com- 
munity to impose tough sanctions 
on all the countries which support 
or commit acts of terrorism, a call 
which has so far met with opposi- 
tion from European countries,

calls to isolate Iran, emphasizing that Europe would continue 
holding a critical dialogye with Teheran. 

Mearmwhile, the European Commission (EC) on Tuesday proposed 
an EU wide regulation that would preverıt European companies from 
complying with conîroversial U.S. legislation that seeks to penalize 
them for doing business with Cuba. 

Kînkel’s statement-lwhich reflects the viewpoint of all European 
countries~and the EC proposal indicate thaf the U.S. is mistaken in 
its perception of terrorism. This is why Washington has been left 
alone in its socalled fight against what it calis terrorism. 

Indeed, terrorism is the main threat to global peace, security and 
development. Hence, fighting against terrorism is a sacred task and 
all countries should contribute to this noble cause. 

Nevertheless, lopsided approach to the issue, or abusing the 
anti-terrorism campaign for parochial political gains, is certain to 
backfire. The most appropriate way to do away with international 
terrorism is taking a comprehensive stance towards this evil phe- 
nomenon. 

In other words, a distinction should be made between a compre- 
hensive approach and a selective stance. To clarify the matter, it is 
patent to everyone that Israel is the epitome of state-sponsored 
terrorism, as it has frequently violated all internationally recognized 
rules and regulations. The latest instance of Israeli crime against 
humanity was the massacre of innocent people af Cana in Lebanoh. 
But the U.S. did not even condemn the criminal act, let alone taking 
punitive measures. 

To cite another example, the United States has become a haven 
for a number of terrorists from the Third World countries who took 
subversive measures against popular and independent governments 
in their countries, aiming to overthrow those. governments and 
establish puppet regimes which would lean toward the U.S. 

Having been isolated in the international community through 
launching a self-serving campaign against whatît calls terrorism, the 
U.S. next resorted to imposing ifs will on the infernational commu- 
nity through enacting extraterritorial laws so as to improve its 
international image. But this move was also doomed to failure. 

The EU should be lauded for taking a brave stance against ihe U.S.. 
bullying. The EU legal measures against Washington will definitely 
bring the U.S. officials to their senses. 

As regards terrorism, the UN should hold an inemalîonal confer- 
ence on terrorism to come up with a clear and exact definition of the 
term. All members of the UN should participate in this conference, 
leaving no room for the U.S. to influence the outcome. Above all, the 
participants should commit themselves to what the conference may 
recommend.

Then in 
1963 researchers at the National 
Institutes of Health discovered that 
the pineal was an active part of the 
endocrine system, producing the 
borrnope melatonin. 


Researchers noticed that mela- 
tonin was produced primarily in 
darkness. When dusk comes, the 
pineal begins pumping out the hor- 
mone, peaking during deepest 
sleep, about 2 a.m. With the first 
daylight, secretion slows dramatî- 
cally. 

Melatonin production decreases 
wilh age. The pineal is largest dur- 
ing youth; with age, it calcifies. 
Melatonin circulating in the body 
drops as a result. By one’s 70s, the 
amount may be scarcely detectable. 

Regelson, co-author of The 
Melatonin Miracle, believes mela- 
tonin not only tells us when to sleep 
and wake up, also orchestrates 
when we grow up, procreate and go 
into decline. “The pineal is like a 
symphony conductor,” he says. By 
secreting or withholding mela- 
tonin, he continues, the pineal cues 
all the other glands to join in life's 
symphony.

PARIS — The center of the earth, 
a hard ball of iron crystals 2,400 
kilometers (1,500 miles) in diame- 
ter, spins faster than the rest of the 
planet, according to New York re- 
searchers whose study has just 
been published in the latest issue of 

Ifthe results are confirmed, they 
could upset conceptions about the. 
earth's dynamics and the origin of 
its magnetic fiekl, which is gener- 
ated by this hard core. 

Xiaodong Song and Paul 
Richards of Columbia University 
say that siuce the beginning of the 
century, the iron core has been per- 
forming a quarter of a revolution 
further to the east in relation to the 
rest of the planet. 

In other words, according to this 
calculation, it shifts its position at 
a relative speed of 20 kilometers 
(12 miles) a year at approximately 
the level of its own equator. . 

The two boffins, ansiyzing re- 
cordings of seismic waves which 
have moved through the earth from 
north to south in the last 30 years, 
stumbled on a curious discovery 
about two earthquakes, in 1967 and 
1995, both in the South Sandwich 


They noticed that it took waves 
from the 1995 quake a third of a 
second less than those from the 
1967 tremor to reach a geological 
research station in Alaska. 

The two scientists say the waves 
travel ster nowadays beçause the 
socalled “anisotropic axis” of the 
earth's core, which serves as a kind 
of ‘fast lane" for the waves, turns 
annually at a rate of 1.1 degrees 
fowards the east in relation to the 
rest of the planet.

Mostar Croats Refuse to Bow to 
International "Blackmail" 


“It is clear that Mr. Steiner has 
sold his soul to the devil and has 
proved to the entire world that he 
stands next to those who want a 
new war in Bosnia," the letter 
said.

MOSTAR, Bosnia-Herzegovina — 
Hard-line Croats in this divided 
city said Monday they will not 
give in to international 
"blackmail," just days before an 
EU deadline for them to end a 
boycott of the city council expires. 

Mile Puljic, head of the focal 
hard-line Bosnian Croat Party 
which has boycotted the city coun- 
cil over last month's elections 
which it branded "illegal," said 
efforts to force Croat compliance 
amounted to little more than black- 
mail. 

“We can’t accept the interna- 
tional blackmail aimed at forcing 
us to accept a decision which 
harms the interests of the Croats in 
Mostar," Mile Puljic told AFP. 

In a further sign of Croat defi- 
ance, Mijo Brajkovic, mayor of 
Croat-held West Mostar, said 
Monday the Croat boycott would 
continue. 

“The Croats elected to the city 
council would only take part in the 
sessions of this organ if they werê 
dragged there by force," 
Brajkovic was quoted by the Bos- 
ııian Croat news agency Habena as 
saying. 

The EU, which has run Mostar 
for two years, has said it will with 
draw frorn the southern city unless 
the Croats end their boycott of the 
newly-elected city council by Au” 
gust 4.

New Relief on 
Way fo Pyongyang 


UNITED NATIONS — The first 
shipload of emergency food aid for 
North Korea organized after a new 
UN appeal for flood-related relief 
is due to arrive in mid-Angust, the 
World Food Program (WFP) an- 
nounced Monday. 

The Rome-based UN agency 
said in a statement released here 
that some 9,000 tons of rice, 
funded by Australia, Denmark, Ja- 
pan, New Zealand and Sweden 
world be on board the vessel 
“Chong Chon Gang.” 

A second shipload of ood f- 
nanced by Washington would arrive 
in the second balf of next month, 
the WFP said. 

The United Nations launched anı 
emergency appeal on June 6 for a 
total 43.6 million dollars to help 
North Korea cope wilh major food 
shortages and other devastating ef- 
fects of last year’s flooding. 

The WFP statement that relief 
was on its way came as meteorolo- 
gists mı South Korea said that heavy 
rains over the weekend had

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ATLANTA — Carl Lewis sealed 
his place in sporting legend here 
Monday with his ninth Olympic 
gold medal and his fourth 
consecutive long juruıp triumph. 

The 36-year-old equaled Paavo 
Nurmi’”s track and field record of 
nine titles in the 1920s and like the 
finish runner his fame will live as 
long as boys and girls dream of 
running faster, jumping farther. 

After the competition, he was 
embraced by former American 
discus star Al Oerter, the only 
other man to win four Olympic 
athletics titles in a row. 

This was never meant to hap- 
pen. Lewis, 36, performed so 
poorly this year he was dismissed 
as too old, too tired and too stale. 
He barely made the Olympic team 
this year, failing for the 200m and 
100m and scraping in as the last 
qualifier for the long jump. 

Once here, his efforts in Sun- 
day’s qualifiers were poor. He 
ouly made it through to the final 
on his last, desperate jurnp of 8.29 
meters.
